Make Papineau Debate Final 



"How should democracy deal \yilh 
thcise sroups ceckins to destroy 
democracy?" 

Chuck Taylor, Arthur Garmal»! 
and Murray Spiesal, chosen. to. de- 
bate In the finals for the Papineau 
Cup competition in the Union Club 
Room at 5 p, .mloday will try to 
^ind the answer. Dean Ficldhou^e. 
Professor Watkins. and Professor 
R. D. MacLcnnan will Judge the 
competition for finest underiiradu* 
ate speaker o{ the year from this 
trio. Doux Cohen will chair the 
proceedings. 

Isadore Ro.<;cnfeld, Boris Barbrier 
and Mel Rothman were hard put 
to choose the linalLtts from the 
even dozen orators on hand at the 
preliminaries. The difficulty of the 
decision resulted in three finalists 
being chosen Instead of the In- 
tended two. All twelve speakers 
took the negative view of the topic: 
"Resolved that the Canadian Gov- 
ernment require loyalty oaths from 
all those men^ and ^women wishing 
to serve as professors in Canadian 
Univeralties." ; ■ 

Arthur Garmaise, Radio Work- 
shop president, has been successful 
. thus far in debating, defeating both 
the University of Toronto and the 
OsRoode Hall orators. This is Mur- 
ray Spiegal's first year at McGill 
and he has so far won three out of 
four debates at the Curlington Con- 
' ference and was on the McGill 
team that defeated Champlain Uni- 
versity. The other, finalist, Chuck 
Taylor, is,sccretary,i'of^ the McGill 
Debating UntoiT and ' was success- 
ful as 'McGill's representative at 
Tuft University Debating Confer- 
ence at Boston this year. 

He concluded with the thought 
that the passing of legislation such 
^ •gs,thls_o.aih.^w6uld.^be.. a."vote .of 
non-confidence in our way of life." 
. Murray Spiegai pointed out that 
the \vorld Is in a precarious situ- 
ation, and that wc are being ex- 
posed to "a heinous disease that 
has already «consunicd half of the 
world", but thai the passing of the 
oath being considered only created 
' new problems without solving 
others. An oath of this sort is 
"like having the Libérait ask the 
Conservatives to take oattis to their 
party." He also mentioned that the 
people who had complained of 
regimentation In Russia were ask- 
ing for the same thing here by 
proposing this legjslatlon and that 
It would be starting limitations on 
our freedom that might end at any 
point, Spicgal concluded that such 
an oath woUld be an immature 
solution to the problem at hand. 
, The other speakers were Perry 
Meyer," Isadore Grccnbaum. Pat 
Vos, Howard Graffley, Martin 
Gameroff, Bill. Stern, Harold Craig 
and Martin Franklin. 

The judges withheld their criti- 
cism of the speakers because nt 
the late hour, and it was revealed 
that Douglas Cohen, President of 
the Inter-Unlversity Debating 
Leagues, will give due consideration 
to [the contestants In the Papineau 
Cup competition in picking the two 
teams of debaters that 'will debate 
in: the lUDL on Feb. IS against 
Loyola College and Bishop's Uni- 
versity. 

Arthur Garmaise pointed out 



In debate ihat^||Wjg4^^.involved in 
an Ideological ■^wiu^" anlj^entlon- 
cd that in a situation of this sort 
oaths were Valueless and perjury 
insignificant to the communist 
professors that might be involved. 
"If/ wc oniy._ knew democracy and 
democracy alone wc would not be 
great fighters." Therefore It Is 
of some value to have the univer- 
sity student exposed to some of the 
principles of Communism. .It was 
aUo pointed nut that In trying to 
make democracy a fortress we were 
using ideas that were "inconsistent 
with all the principles that we hold 
dear." 

The right of the individual to his 
own opinion mu.^t be remembered 
aiid this oath ï'mustn't work be- 
cause it is undemocratic. 

Chuck Taylor's discuuion pointed 
out that In passing this oath we 
were using the main weapon of the 
Russians, that of repression. Ai 
though we must protect ourselves 
from Communistic Infiltration we 
should mablllze our Intelligence a.s 
well as our energies. There is 
.Mate of mass hysteria existing and 
the passing of suàh legislation ax 
this oath will accomplish nothing- 
Students cannot be sealed off in 
sterile containers, : they must be 
exposed' to conimiintsilc If they arc 
to be capable of being leaders in 
the fight against communism, and 
this cannot be done by reading the 
writings of Karl Marx. The fight 
against communism cannot be a hit 
or miss, or "our whole way . of Iftc 
will collapse."

Danger Realized in 
Losing Sight of 
Youthful Careeirs 

Phoenix, Arizona — .(Spécial) — 
Young Americans will have to 
take a longer look at their career 
plans these days, according to Carl 
A. Sauer, assistant to the president 
of the American Institute .for For- 
eisn Trade. 

"We Americans will have to 
come to a personal philosophy and 
adjustment to possible eventualities 
without losing sight of our indivi- 
dual careers ■•;and,jjillfc-plans," . he 
said In a mcmorandiim Issued re- 
cently to students. This can be 
done, he added, pointing out that 
Euro|icans' for generations have 
been doing It, with the result that 
in spite, of -major debilitating .\yars, 
Europe^lr-stlll; the-^'prime;4actor 
which must be reckoned with in 
any consideration of the worlds 
moral, cultural, and economic prob- 
lems." 

Sauer said that the students' "best 
(If not only) attitude, is a realistic 
but not fatalistic one: to pursue his 
career objective with calm and be 
ready to accommodate in his plans 
a period of sen'ice when, where, 
and if he Is needed. This is not 
'business as usual;' It Is a long-term 
assurance for the continuous devel- 
opment of 'the nation's intellectual, 
professional, commercial. Industrial, 
and military manpower resources." 

Sauer told students that '^|Utaf 
the welter of discussion. aMj^ra: 
fusion, a national manpower policy 
Is slowly being forged. Only the 
broadjoulllnes^are' discernible now, 
but'^tiie^finiiVplan will no doiibt in- 
clude .some of the following ele- 
ments: apportionment of young 
men to the Services, industrial pro- 
duction and. the professions — o:- 
'leadership of liriilns;' postpone-

CCF ClubHearsProf. WatkaisOn 
Popular, Revolutionary Socialism 



The history of Socialism arid the 
reason for Its split Into two camps 
were discussed by Dr. F. Watkins 
In a lecture given to the CCF Club 
at the Union last Friday. The topic 
for his talk was "The Historical 
Background and the Break be- 
tween Democratic and ' Revolu- 
tlôn'ady Socialism." 

Profess<Jr Watkins stated that 
two factors of Socialist' Democracy 
should be kept In mind. One Is 
Humanltarianlsm, probably arising 
from the '^doctrines, of Christianity. 
The other Is^j ^ n Mc ra'cy. The an- 
swer to how tn^cHwo factors got 
out of line may be found in pa?t 
history. The end result was a com- 
plete cleavage of Socialism, with 
constitutional governments on the 
one hand, and dictatorial govern- 
ments, which can only be changed 
by revolutionary means, on the 
other. 

The Industrial Revolution 
brought with It acute social prob- 
lems which aroused the sentiments 
of the western world. Out of this 
period came the ■ first Socialists, 
those whom Marx called . "Utopian 
SoclalisU." 
Professor Watkins stated thai 



belief that the technically compe- 
tent should plan for otheri and 
turn the factory into a humanita- 
rian environment, was the basis for 
a Marxist doctrine. In the We^t the 
assumption on which Marxism waj 
based disappeared with the exten- 
clon of the franchise and the rapid 
development of Democracy. As the 
problem of social change shifted 
to con.<ititutlonal political action, 
and people gained experience In 
running their own affairs, public 
opinion, which moves more slowly 
than theory, finally caught- up with 
It. . . 

Professor Watkins continued tnai 
Marxism would have died at this 
stage had It not been kept alive 
in Russia by tbc_Rcvolution. Al- 
though Western Ideas were spread- 
ing to thci .Éùti^hejpeoples of east- 
ern couhtrlea'fïld- not have the 
experience in running their own 
afTairs; democratic or social action 
was impossible In absolutist Russiii 
Reform therefore, was. e/îected by 
tfevolution, not by constitutional 
means. This revolution.' represented 
the first of a long series of develop, 
ments. 

In colonial and scmi-colonlal areas 
like Rujisia and China, Profea.sor 
Watkins continued, the basic prob- 
lem is to create a higher standard

Seoul was mentioned in des- 
patches from Korea again as ^the 
Allied troops driving northxyard 
In their offensive approached the 
battered capital. 

Air ol>servcrs reported the Com- 
munist-occupied Korean capital a'p- 
peared almost deserted as fighting 
raged over the sharp slopes about 
6\i miles south of it. 

Remembering that Tuesday is the 
Chinese lunar year, U.N. forces 
everywhere ajong the 150 mile 
front battled to break up a possible 
general ' communist counter attack 
before it could develop. . 

Stiff resistance met' U.N. forces 
all along their front however in 
Korea but Eighth Ai-my Head- 
quarters said casualties inflicted 
on the Reds by ground action alone 
through Saturday, now were es- 
timated at 6,306 killed or wounded.

Producing a knife about a foot 
long. Rev. Judson Merritt said to 
an IVCF groupon Friday: "Thi.'» 
ir a map of Africa that I always 
carry with me." 

He continued to say that the 
era of the knife was almost over 
because .Mrlca had developed 
phenomenally In the last twenty 
years, 

"Africa has awakened," said Mer- 
ittt. He explained that in the pro- 
cès of awakening Africa has been 
feverishly trying in tlie space of 
h few years to equal the progress 
made by the rest of the civilized 
world over several centuries. 

Rev. Merrit cxplaitied that the 
African native had been converted 
30 years ago. The trouble was 
that he had been converted to the 
worship of evil spirits and witch 
doctors. 

Wc arc like that which wc wor- 
ship whether it Is a false god or 
a demon who demands human sacri- 
fice," said Merritt. He went on 
to say that many well dressed 
South Africans carried blood- 
stained charms about thelr^i|f(Kk|f 
beneath their beautiful .Slotties; 
These men are as evil as the gods 
and demons they worship. 
\he duty of the mli«lonaries Is 
to teach he natives. to worshlp'God 
and' believe 'In Jesus Christ. Mer- 
ritt said he feared .that many of 



these missionaries were making a 
grave mi.stakc in seeing that the 
natives were properly fed and 
clothed before tliey taught them 
the word of God. They should 
be converted first because the fvel- 
ing must come from the Inside, he 
said. 

Those conversion can only be 
made by "walking with the people." 
Often this contact Is made through 
medical work. It can Just as easily 
be made by 'the building., of a 
cornmlll or saw-'mlll to'^W^ ^^ he 
people come often. Sometimes great 
good can be done by calling on 
them Iri their homes but this is 
much too va.^l a Job for the num- 
ber of missionaries available. 

"The Schools are the most valu- 
able contact we have," said Rev. 
Merritt. Here the young people 
can be reached before they ; go to 
the mines and learn new vices. 
However, schools are pitifully few 
in number; money Is scarce so that 
it is difficult to build more. Even 
it there were more schools teachers 
would be unobtainable. 

Rev. Merritt concluded Ms talk 
liy telling the grobp that even if 
we cannot all go to South Africa 
to be misionarics we can be mis- 
sionaries in the broadest sen.<e of 
the word by looking at the whole 
world with the Lord's point of 
view.

Ot this Mr. Allen seems 
to bc'wS^jl^^Smn Now more, than over before, 
. the Fronch-spealttng Canadians control industries 
in Quebec. The economic situation In Quebec, as 
regards Frcnch-spcalclng Canadians, cannot b« com- 
pared with the poverty that was so charactertistic 
of them half a century ago, 

Mr. Allen asscrU that Uie French-speaking 
Canadians living In the urban centres have only 
retained "a strange version of their own language. 
. . ." We believe that this statement is grossly ex- 
aggerated. Naturnlly, the language spoken by the 
members of the working class is not always Mol- 
lere's or Racine's French Just as the American and 
English working classes do not always use the 
King's English as an every day parlance. 

Moreover it is to be noted that the educational 
development in Quebec, in the past decade, has 
attained a degree of expansion never before en- 
visaged. Scores of "Ecoles S.upcricures," technical 
schools, and university collegiés have ipruhg up in 
this province and never before; has the educational 
situation so Justly motivated the optimism of the 
leaders m this field. 

Our friend Mr. Allen entertains the strange no- 
tion that there is but one French moving picture 
theatre in Montreal. From the information gathered' 
over the week-end, from very reliable sources, we 
learned that there are no less than 32 moving pic- 
ture theatres in Montreal showing either strictly 
French movies or American (aomoiimcs English) 
movies with a French translation.

Much depends on the out- 
come of this strife, tor It Is strugglé 
between love and. hate, understand- 
ing and Indifference. There ap- 
pears nowadays to be a tendency 
to Isolate and separate all the con- 
cept of lite, though the truth of 
unlvertalism becomes daily mort! 
and more apparent to thinking 
people. 

Dr. Albert Einstein la the man 
who has pioneered unlversallsm In 
the scientific field; it is he who 
lias revealed the deep underlying 
unity l^t the universe, from the 
physical point of view. With his 
Theory of Relativity, aiid the Quan 
turn Tneory, Einstein has ahown 
that space and time, matter and 
energy, arc ail manifestations of thi< 
same fundamental. He now makes 
another great step in the ago-old 
.search for the fundamental Truth, 
oy relating the gravitational and 
electromagnetic force-systems, and 
by describing them in terms of a 
deeper reality which contains both 
Einstein confirms scientifically and 
mathematically what man has félt 
Intuitively for countless centuries. 
Wo now know that there is but 
one . basic element, though we do 
not, and, I believe never will, know 
what that ultimate Truth Is. 

Tlté artist, too, feels this deep 
underlying unity. He sees God in 
li^e, love, and the world around 
him; his art is the search tor the 
means to exprès his féelings for the 
spirit in what he finds there. The 
painter, the composer, the poet, all 
feci the presence ot an ultimate 
unity, manifesting itself in "divers 
manners," and they try to express 
their feeling through different 
media. "To print on Eternity a 
moment's dreami" that is the artist's 
aim, because In - that moment's 
dream he sees God. ^ 

Modern history shows that the 
political forces that have had the 
most Impacl^durlng the last century 
have been iiiîlfyihg ones. The Nazi 
ideal of world unity under the 
Reich, and the Communist Ideal ot 
unity under Russia are examples 
of what a powerful force unity is. 
The American ideal of unity under 
God shows what a powerful force 
for good unity -can be. In the 
world today the acknowledged ideal 
Ik that ot world unity, and the 
forces which arc hindering the 
work of the United Nations today 
arc IsolationiatMeparatlonist forces. 
The only reason why the United 
Nations may not work is that the 
Nations may not be able to unitel 
Hut the United Nations must work; 
wc have crossed the Rubicon, we 
arc committed to democracy and to 
world unity. We cinnot go back to 
a state of séparâtion without dis 
aster. , If and' >yhen the world 
.'eallzes that and ;- trlèa . to forget 
itii narrow, nationalism, we will be 
gin to get somewhere. The world

The author of this column was 
recently eleclcd honorary president 
nf Ihe Canadian University Press. 
Ihe association composed of editors 
of student newspapers all over the 
Dominion. It need hardly be said 
lhat this Is an honor which he 
ranks among the highest that have 
ever come to him. It was obviously 
not paid lo iiim in his personal 
capacity, but In his capacity of 
editor ot Saturday Night during the 
last 18 years. In that sense he re- 
ceives It merely as the representa- 
tive. of a large group of 'colleagues. 
In thé editorial and business de- 
partments of this Journal, who have 
aided him In making It a national 
journal ot which the forward-look- 
ing young journalists the Canadian 
universities can approve. 

Al the same annual conference 
tlic CUP passed a resolution on the 
function of the college newspaper 
In dealing with controversial issues. 
It defines that function as being 
"to stimulate rather^ than to direct 
thqught among the university stu- 
dents ot Canada", and affirms a 
desire "to promote in the columns 
of member papers the fullest objec- 
tive expression of opinion on con- 
troversial 'issues. Any attempt to 
suppress this full freedom of ex- 
pression ot opinion on the local na- 
tional and international level will 
be strongly opposed by the CUP 
through' every means at the dis- 
posal of the members ,ot the as- 
sociation." , 

This resolution, which we be^ 
lleve to be .thoroughly sound, will 
impose on Ihe editors who adopted 
II a very heavy responsiblllly and 
call for the exercise 61 Ihe high- 
est kind of discretion. There are 
people — a lot of people — who 
hold In ail honesty Ihe bellet lhat 
any failure or refusal.lo publish 
whatever Ihey want to gel pub-

of ' expression of opinion for or 
against prohibition, Ihe lli|iilda- 
lion of the capitalist class, the use 
of French In Ontario schools, the 
semaphore signal system for 
motor drivers, or the suppression 
of oleomargarine — all of them 
subjects upon whicluoplhlon can 
legltimalcly , differ — ^wSîlTd an- 
noy loo m'any of his readers, or 
take up too much space at Ihe 
expense of other things which 
would bo more plcasinjr lo his 
readers; and lhat is lhal. The 
university newspaper does not 
have to please Its readers; or 
rather they rannnt express their 
displrasurr by refusing to sub- 
' scribe, for their subscription Is 
usually collected with their tees. 
The Importance of "Objective" 
Yet we can assure these editors 
over whom we now honorarlly pre 
side that they will have demands 
for space— and cxccksIvc demands 
for space— presented to them b> 
those who advocate the liquidation 
of the capitalist class, and that they 
will have to have a suod argument 
for refusing them' tin so far as they 



i.-: 11(1 suggestion in it nf the grave 
nciesy that anybody, no matter 
who, expressing any opinion, no 
matter what, hi's a "right" to space 
In the columns ot any periodical. 
The right ol free speech does 
not mean the right of free pub- 
llratlon — nor even of paid pub- 
liratlon — In somebody else's 
period leal. In a society like ours, 
in wlitcli property rights are a 
pari ot the basic theory, Ihe right 
of free speech does mean that 
anybody who can gel Ihe money 
can hire the services ot a printing 
press and distribute its products 
to all those whom he can Induce 
to accept them; and generally 
speaking that right 1» recognised 
In Canada, though with certain 
limitations In the Province of 
Quebec. (The Ilmllalions arising 
out ot the laws of Indecency and 
sedition are of course operative. 
In all the Provinces.) But |he 
right, and the rrsponsihility, of 
the editor to rhnnse what express- 
hloni of opinion he will' put be- 
fore the readers of his paper 
overrides any possible right of Ihe 
holder of any possible opinion to 
gel his opinion expreued in lhat 
paper. This is as true of Ihe editor 
ot a unlvrnlly Journal as of the 
cUttor of the London 'Times. 
LET TIIE EDITOR EDIT 
Once appointed, Ihe univer- 
sily editor owes his entire al- 
legiance . to Ihe orfanixalion 
which appointed him— not to 
' any section of it, and not even 
to Ihe officers of It, but lo Ihe 
student body as a whole. Ills 
policy, it seems to us. should 
be determined by the charaeler 
of Ihe student body. If II is a
